DAY  SIGNALS. 

Signals  in  all  refpsais  fliouia  be  efla- 
blifhed  on  the  moil  clear  and  difcerna- 
ble  principles  poflible,  in  order  to  guide  tne 
many  movements  of  a  fleet,  with  exadtriefs 
and  certainty;  vrithout  which,  men  of  war 
would  be  of  little  confequence,  and  therefore 
all  oflicers  fliould  exert  themfelves  to  become 
perfect  mailers  of  them,  as  foon  as  poflible ; 
without  this  knowledge,  they  can  by  no  means 
be  qualified  for  a  command  in  the  naval  ler- 
vicc.  Particular  attention  fnould  be  paid,  in 
readino-  them,  and  the  beft  recollection  v/iii 
be  neceflary,  in  order  to  find  fuch  as  may  !)e 
moll  ufeful;  I  would  therefore  propofe,  they 
llaould  be  arranged  in  ^  alphabetical  and  nu¬ 
merical 


*  Alplir.betically  near  as  poff.ble,  allowing  the  aftion  to  be 
principally  conildercd. 
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ivencal  order,  by  which  means  they  m.ay  be 
found  quick,  varied  at  plealure,  and  may  con^ 
fife  of  an  immenfe  number,  without  being 
complex  or  teaious.  The  colours  fhould  be 
lively,  and  the  flags  of  the  mofl  difiind  form, 
that  they  nsay  be  feen  at  a  great  difance,  and 
fo  conf^rudted  as  not  to  be  miflaken  one  for 
the  other,  each  liaving  a  fiated  value  and  fig- 
nifeation,  as  in  the  annexed  plan. 

To  fiew  hov/  they  are  to  be  ufed,  let  us 
fuppole  it  were  neceffa.ry  to  make  the  fignal 
Bring  to  in  a  line  of  battle,  at  two  cables 
length  dillance  on  the  larboard  line  of  bear¬ 
ing;”  which  comes  under  the  letter  B.  in  al¬ 
phabetical  order,  and  in  the  numerical  ar¬ 
rangement  is  214.  To  be  diiplayed  as  in  fi¬ 
gure  the  firlb,  where  the  three  mafr  heads  of 
the  Admiral’s  fhip  are  fliewn,  the  unit  is  the 
uppermofl,  and  denoted  by  the  red  dag,  whofe 
value  is  2  in  the  original  dilpofition;  the  f- 
gure  in  the  place  of  tens,  is  expreffed  by  a  blue 
fag,  whofe  value  in  the  f-ril:  order  is  i ;  the 
liundredth  place  is  fdled  up  by  the  yellow  flag, 
whofe  figniheation  is  4;  in  tlie  primary  ar¬ 
rangement  of  the  colours,  and  the  whole  from 
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t’^e  imifc  head  dov/nwards,  araounts  to  214. 


I'his  I  apprehend  will  be  fullicient  to  give  an 
idea  hov/  the  fio-nals  are  to  be  madev/hen  bent

to  one  pair  of  halyards.  But  fliould  it  be  ne- 
ceilary  to  make  them  at  the  dliTerent  maft 
heads,  which  will  beadvifable  in  calms,  linoke 
of  battle,  and  a  great  diftance,  in  that  cafe  the 
unit  muil  be  hoiked  at  the  lore,  the  ten  at  die 


main,  and  the  hundredth  at  the  mizen  top- 
maft,  or  top-gailant-rnafl  heads :  the  flag  that 
flands  in  tlie  place  of  thoufinds,  may  be  hoik¬ 
ed  at  the  mizen-peek,  or  under  the  flag  fap- 
plying  the  place  of  hundreds,  at  the  rnizca- 
top-mak,  or  top-gallant-mak  head :  fhould  it 
be  thoun-ht  expedient  to  make  tliofe  fignais  at 
different  mak  heads,  by  hoiking  two  flags  on 
©ne  mak,  and  two  on  another,  or  one  on  one 


mak,  and  three  on  the  other,  i,t  mail  be  un- 
derkood,  that  tlie  flags  on  the  fore-mak  fliali 
be  counted  krk,  main-mak  next,  mizen-mak 
after  them,  and  fnch  as  are  hoiked  at  the  mi¬ 
zen-peek  to  follow  j  but  an y  that  may  be  c:i 

the  enflgn  kaff  ihall  be  counted  kk . 

Suppofe  it  were  required  to  make  the  flgnri 


33,  or  666,  it  wotild 
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cafe,  to  have  three  flags  on  board,  of  No.  6, 
Wiiich  in  the  primary  arrangement,  are  white 
and  blue,  and  if  to  reach  a  thoufand,  it  will  re- 
f]uiie  four  wmte  and  blue  flags,  to  exprefs 
6666.  To  obviate  this,  let  3  triangular  flags 
be  aflumed,  one  of  red,  to  bear  tlie  name  of 
unit,  one  of  white,  to  bear  the  name  of  the 
ten,  01  decimal,  and  one  of  blue,  to  bear  the 
name  of  the  flag  filling  the  place  of  hundreds, 
and  it  will  occur,  that  one  triangular  flag  will 
take  its  name  from  another,  as  may  be  feen  in 
the  following  examples  : 

At  any  time  when  the  interrogatory  num¬ 
bers  are  difplayed  to  any  fliip  by  the  Admiral, 
or  one  fhip  making  inquiry  into  the  fituation 
of  anotner,  at  the  time  of  hoillinp"  the  anfwer 
to  fuch  interrogatory,  the  yellow  cornet  mufl: 
be  fliewn  alfo,  which  will  immediately  indi¬ 
cate  that  the  intention  of  the  lignal  is  only  to 
reply  to  a  queflion,  and  that  the  lignal  has  not 
its  value  in  the  numerical  arrangement,  as  it 
otherwiie  would  have ;  the  cornet  may  be 
hoified  at  any  place  where  it  can  be  befl;  feen, 
fo  that  it  does  not  interfere  too  clofely  with 
tne  fignal.  Ey  this  number  ol  flajjs,  9999  lig- 
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nals  may  be  made,  and  not  admlfiible  of  any 
irdftake.  This  arrangement  of  fignals  being, 
fo  fimple,  it  does  not  require  many  examples ; 
but  to  perfons  having  little  iniormation  on  tins 
fubjeft,  it  may  be  neceffary  to  offer  a  few,  to 
explain  the  mofl  intricate.  I  v/ould  recom¬ 
mend  to  all  commanders  to  look  tlieir  fignal 
books  carefully  over,  and  obferve  the  numbers 
of  the  particular  anfwers  to  the  interrogatories, 
and  mark  them  on  the  margin  of  the  page  of 
faid  interrogatories,  which  will  direft  them 
where  to  find  the  proper  anfwers  immediate¬ 
ly,  v/ithout  the  lofs  of  time,  occafioned  by  a 
tedious  fearch,  which  will  happen  if  this  pie- 
caution  is  net  taken.  All  numbers,  whether 
of  men  or  things,  fuch  as  officers,  men,  fhipi# 
guns,  days,  hours,  degrees,  minutes,  ffirouds, 
ffiot  holes,  &c.  &c.  are  to  be  denoted  by  the 

numeral  fignals,  indicating  fuch  a  number  with 

the  addition  of  the  yellow  cornet. 

When  inquiry  is  made  by  interrogatory  fig¬ 
nal,  for  the  bearing  (bycompafs)  of  any  par¬ 
ticular  head  lands,  ffiip  or  ffiips,  it  is  to  be  un- 
derftood,  that  the  chafing  fignals  are  fiabfiitut- 
ed  for  the  purpoie  of  pointing  out  tneir  bear- 
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ingS3  and  (hould  the  di^ance  be  required  alio. 
It  will  be  £he  vv-n  immediately  alder  the  bear- 
ings^and  in  miles;  this  will  be  done,  with  the 
numeral  dags  as  before  diredteJ,  takingcare 
dt  all  tiiiaes  to  have  the  cornet  hoided  at  the 
ume  of  anfvvering  the  interrogatorv.  It  is  alfo 
to  be  cbfsrved,  tliat  when  the  didinguhliing 
dag  of  any  particular  divlfioii,  diip,  or  fnips"^ 
is  hoided,  at  tne  time  of  makinp-  a  fi^nal  that

brly.  When  the  latitude,  or  longitude,  is 
required,  the  interrogatory  %nal,  expreffive 
of  iheh  a  quedion,  is  dlfplayed,  which  will  be 
anfwered,  by  the  other  diiphoidingthenumc- 
ral  fignal,  expredive  of  the  degrees  drd,  when 
t.ds  is  aiil  Aercd,  which  is  done  by  hauling 
down  the  dags  denoting  tne  quedion,  the  nu¬ 
meral  dgnals,  pointing  out  the  odd  mdes,  will 
tnen  oc  idacwn,  the  anlvver  to  tliem  will  be 
>.nc  con^mon  anivrcnng  dag.  A  gun  may  at 
any  trme  be  dred,  in  order  to  attracl;  notice, 
hut  lo  p.Ol  to  oe  Viewed  as  compodng  any  part 
of  tholh  dgnals.  It  is  to  be  remarked,  that  the 
occurrences  are  alphabetically  arranged;  fuch 
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tlie  fquadron,  &c.  &c.  will  be  found  under 
the  ietter  A.  Bring  to,  bear  up,  board,  brace, 
&c.  under  the  letter  B.  and  fo  on  throughout 


the  whole. 

I  would  icnow  tn>.-  bearing 
and  diflance  of  Cape  Henlopen,  by  difplayiu- 
the  interrogatory  678,  expreffive  or  tnis  opaef- 
tion;  as  in  figure  2d,  the  otner  fhip  vAii  tiien 
anfwer,  by  hoiiling  the  chafing  fignal  for  the 
point  of  the  compafs  that  Cape  Iieniopeii 
bears  on,  which  will  be  2^0,  as  in  fig. 
as  foon  as  the  admiral  anfwers  this,  which  is 
done  as  before  directed,  it  will  ue  hauied  aovv  n, 
and  the  numeral  flags  difplayed,  as  in  fig.  -7, 
which  fhews  that  Cape  Henlopen  bears  N.  sV. 
diftant  44  miles.  (^)

(a)  The  Interrogatory  fignal  requiring  the  bearing  of  Cnpe^ 
Henlopen,  flood  numerically  arranged  at  678  m  a  former  fa  or 
fignals,  for  which  thefe  dircftions  were  written,  and  afterwards 
found  to  be  Incorrcft-.but  the  fignals  for  the  examples  being  chofen, 
and  the  defigns  by  the  annexed  difpofition  of  flags  formed,  it  was 
thought  unnecelTary  to  alter  them;  therefore,  tl.e  Cape  by  the 
prefent  arrangement,  will  be  found  oppofite  691,  and  the  point 
of  the  compafs  which  fpecifies  its  bearing  253,  and  not  250,  as 
per  examples.

The  Signals  bj  Night. 


The  Signals  by  night  are  eftaoiiflied 
on  the  fame  numeral  principles  as 
thofe  by  day,  with  this  difference  only ;  that 
in  all  cafes  the  higheft  are  to  be  counted  xhrft, 
and  fo  on  downward  in  rotation ;  tne  figures 
anfwering  the  place  of  the  triangular  flags  are, 

as  follows:— For  the  red,  two  perpendicular 

lights— for  the  white,  one  light— for  the  blue, 
alfo  one  light,  but  detached  from  the  fignal  at 

fome  unufual  uiftance. 

The  figures  ufed  for  the  night  fignals  will 
be  made  of  fmall  oak  pieces,  in  a  triangular  and 
fquare  form,  agreeable  to  the  annexed  plan. 
The  lanterns  will  be  bent  at  about  the  diftance 
of  two  feet  fix  inches  from  each  other  in  mod 
cafes,  and  will  not  exceed  five  feet  at  any  time: 
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tlie  figures  will  be  difiant  fro.n  cuch  otlier  fe- 
ven  feet,  which  will  difiinguifii  the  one  from 
t  e  oi  ler ;  greater  diftances  may  be  allowed 
■n  feparatmg  the  figures,  if  it  (hoiiid  be  tho’t 
necelTary :  care  muft  be  taken  in  hoifting  the 
lames,  to  turn  themaboutto  the  veffel  orvef- 
fels  they  are  direfred  to,  that  they  may  appear 

“  *™-  The  different  figures  fhould 

e  numbered,  and  the  place  of  each  lantern 
marked  on  fud  figures,  which  will  at  all  times 
dnea  where  they  are  to  be  bent,  then  having 
ne  affrftance  of  your  fignal  book,  there  can 
be  but  httle  danger  of  hoilling  them  upfide 

down;  this  muft  be  guarded  againft  in  the 
“Oft  manner,  as  it  would  have  a  dan¬ 

gerous  tendency.  At  fmall  diftances,  the 

rames  may  be  hoifted  in  the  Ihrouds,  and  not 
■above  the  tops.

The  number  of  examples  here  given,  I  am 
perfuaded  will  be  fufficient  to  give  a  perfeft 
idea  how  thefe  fisjnals  are  to  be  made,  as  they 
differ  in  no  part  from  the  fignals  by  day,  ex¬ 
cept  the  one  being  flags,  and  the  other  lan- 
thorns:  their  fuperiority  is  to  be  determined 
by  their  height  one  above  the  other — the  fin- 
gle  lanthorn  (when  intended  to  reprefent  the 
blue  triangular  flag)  may  be  hoifleed  on  one 
fide  or  the  other,  that  is,  where  the  fignal  is 
made  on  the  mainmafi,  the  fingle  lanthorn 
may  be  hoifted  on  the  mizen-mafi;  or  fore- 
maft,  and  at  any  convenient  height,  but  if  it 
is  as  hip-h  as  the  lowed  number  it  will  be  as 
well  feen  as  the  other  lanthorns  compofing  the 
fignal :  but  on  the  contrary,  when  it  is  ufed 
as  the  white  triangular  flag,  it  mud  be  directly 
under  the  other  figures  and  at  the  preferibed 
didance  of  feven,  eight,  nine,  or  a  greater 
number  of  feet  if  neceflary.

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As  fcg  fignals  can  only  be  made  by  found, 
I  would  propofe  the  preceding  arrangement: 
where  the  fignals  will  be  fufficiently  extenfivc 
without  any  immoderate  ufe  of  time  or  gun 
powder,  fince  the  longed:  fpace  of  time  will  be 
five  minutes,  and  fix  will  be  the  greated:  num¬ 
ber  of  guns  necedary  to  make  57  fignals, 
which  number  I  apprehend  will  be  fufficient 
for  the  few  movements  a  deet  can  make  in  a 
fog. 

The  intelligence  of thofe  dgnals  depend  up¬ 
on  the  intermediate  time  between  the  guns, 
which  is  extremely  eafy  to  obferve,  fince  the 
lead  interval  is  one  minute,  a  fpace  of  time 
eafily  obferved  by  a  common  watch  or  half  mi¬ 
nute  glals.  It  is  necedary  to  remark  that  the 
guns  and  minutes  dand  in  colums,  and  are  to 
be  ufed  in  the  following  manner: — Suppofe  it 
was  necedary  to  make  the  fignai  “  difeovering 
danger,”  one  gun  would  be  dred,  a  fpace  of 
one  minute  would  take  place,  and  then  two 
guns  quick,  or  at  aoout  two  or  three  feconds 
apai  i,  and  lo  on  for  any  otlier.  It  may  not  be 
unneceffary  to  add,  that  in  making  thofe  fig¬ 
nals  the  whole  or  the  guns  compodng  any  one 
of  them  diould  be  dred  from  o.ue  fide  or  the 

other. 
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Other,  and  by  no  means  from  the  different  bat¬ 
teries,  as  it  might  occafion  a  difference  in  the 
report,  and  increafe  or  decreaie  the  fpace  of 
of  time ;  guns  uled  for  fignals  fliould,  u  pOixi- 
ble,  be  all  of  one  fize,  and  the  fame  charge  at 
all  times,  for  reafons  too  obvious  to  mention, 
it  isalfo  recommended  to  fire  all  guns  to  wind¬ 
ward. 

Ships  on  the  ftarboard  tack  are  to  fire  muf- 
kets  or  beat  drums  •,  tliofe  on  the  larboard  tack 
are  to  ring  bells.
